COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART 


October 10, 1963 


The Committee on Works of Art meeting was held at the Gallery at 10:00. 
The meeting was called to order by Mr. Finley, the other members present 
being Messrs. Hamilton and Glover. The Secretary and Assistant Director 
were also present. 

The following offers of gift were considered and all were unanimously 
accepted: 


1. James Suzuki, View Across the River , oil, unrestricted, offered by 
Mr. Larry Aldrich. Value: $1,000. 

2. George P. A. Healy, Mrs. Meriwether Lewis Clark, II , oil, offered 
by Margaret Clark Mcllwaine (Mrs. Clark Mcllwaine), subject to a life estate 
in the donor. Value: $2,500. 

3. Kay Sage, A Finger on the Drum , oil, unrestricted, offered by the 
Estate of the artist. 

4. Kay Sage, Study for Third Paragraph , oil, unrestricted, offered by 
the Estate of the artist. (Note: The Committee voted that this painting 
not be accessioned or officially reported, but be held available for sale 
or exchange at the discretion of the Director). 

5. Edwin Dickinson, Still Life with Microscope , oil, unrestricted, 
offered by The Friends of the Corcoran. Value: $3,600. 

6. William Winner, Self Portrait , drawing, unrestricted, offered by 
Marguerite A. C. Stewart (Mrs. J. Frederick M. Stewart). Value: $125 s 

7. Alexander Stirling Calder, A. Lucien Archambault, III , plaster, 
unrestricted, offered by Marguerite A. C. Stewart (Mrs. J. Frederick M. 
Stewart). Value: $250. 

8. Doris Caesar, Standing Woman , bronze, unrestricted, offered by 
Marguerite A. C. Stewart (Mrs. J. Frederick M. Stewart). Value: $300. 

Self Portrait 

9. Anne Goldwaithe, Head^ofe^a^rM^aBan , etching, unrestricted, offered by 
Marguerite A. C. Stewart (Mrs. J. Frederick M. Stewart). 

10. Rene Sintenis, Self Portrait , etching, unrestricted, offered by 
Marguerite A. C. Stewart (Mrs. J. Frederick M. Stewart). 

11. Eastman Johnson, Harriet Hubbard Ayer , oil, unrestricted, offered 
by Mr. Valentine E. Macy, Jr. Value: $3,000. 
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The Director was instructed in September of each year to survey the 
painting storage and to send to auction at a local auction house any con¬ 
temporary paintings which, in his opinion, are no longer of significant 
value to the Gallery. 

Following discussion of the painting, Don Quixote , by Dean Meeker 
which was submitted as a possible future gift from The Friends of the 
Corcoran, the Committee decided to express its reluctance to accept said 
painting if an when it is offered. 

The Secretary reported that $1,000 was available in each of the 
W. A. Clark and Anna E. Clark Biennial Endowment Funds and that there 
was $300 available in the Purchase of Works of Art Reserve. 

He also reported that paintings belonging to the Gallery on consignment 
with dealers had a potential value of $25,220. Still in the possession of 
the Gallery are eleven European tapestries which have been appraised by 
Victor Spark at a total of $25,500 less 20% on a consignment basis. He 
reported that the Director had been authorized to dispose of these eleven 
tapestries through Victor Spark or any other dealer whose appraised valua¬ 
tions might be higher. (See minutes of Board meeting of April 24, 1961, 

pp. 660,661). 

Consideration was then given to the portrait of A Boston Gentleman 
attributed to Christian Gullager offered by Vose Galleries of Boston at 
$10,000. The Committee authorized the Director to communicate with Mr. 

Vose and determine if he would be agreeable to an initial payment on 
account of $2,300, if the Board authorized the purchase at the next meet¬ 
ing, and, also, when Vose would expect the final installment of the pur¬ 
chase price. 

The Director was also instructed to see what might be done to liquidate 
the eleven tapestries mentioned above as a possible source for funds to 
complete the purchase. 

The loan of Last of the Buffalo by Albert Bierstadt to the City Art 
Museum of St. Louis was approved. 

The following exhibitions were duly authorized: 

1. Contemporary Painting in Japan , October 1 - November 29, 1964. 

2. ART:USA , December 29, 1964 - January 17, 1965. 

3. 29th Biennial Exhibition of Contemporary American Painting , January - 
February, 1965. 

4. Childe Hassam Retrospective , April - May, 1965 

5. Contemporary Painting in Yugoslavia , October, 1965 
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6. Local one-man exhibitions of: 

Lowell Nesbitt 
Gilbert Cuatrecasas 
Joseph Taney 
Alexander Russo 

It was suggested that the staff consider including the work of a 
contemporary Negro artist for one of the exhibitions of the Washington 
Artists Series. 

In making arrangements for the exhibition, Contemporary Painting in 
Japan , the staff was directed to contact the JDR 3d Fund, Inc. to inquire 
into the possibilities of securing financial support for travel and re¬ 
search in connection with this exhibition. 

The Secretary reported that a contract had been drawn up by Hamilton & 
Hamilton between the Gallery and "The Art Shop and Gallery" to operate the 
Corcoran School's Store on a concession basis. 

The Secretary reported that the Women's Committee had appropriated 
the sum of $4,000 for a library in the Art School as a memorial to the 
late Inez Bolton. Some discussion ensued, but in the absence of any 
concrete proposal, no action was taken. 

The Secretary reported very briefly that as a result of conversations 
with Mrs. Halpert in New York, it appeared that there might be a favorable 
development in connection with the Internal Revenue ruling in the not too 
distant future. 

The staff was directed to terminate the loan of Washington Before 
Yorktown by Rembrandt Peale to the Masonic Memorial, Alexandria, Virginia, 
and to have the painting returned to the Gallery under careful technical 
supervision for treatment by the Gallery's restorer. 

The Secretary reported that the Docent Program had been reactivated 
under the direction of the Curator, Donelson Hoopes, and that 25 volunteer 
ladies were participating in the program. 

Favorable consideration was given to the suggestion that a subscrip¬ 
tion benefit be held in connection with the opening of ART:USA and the 
Secretary was directed to bring the matter up for action at the next meet¬ 
ing of the Board. 

The Secretary reported the receipt of an opinion from the Gallery's 
Counsel with respect to the ownership of the collection of drawings by 
John Singer Sargent. The opinion rendered was that the clear title was 
in the Corcoran Gallery and the Director was so to advise the Director 
of The National Collection of Fine Arts. 

Copies of a preliminary list of color reproductions belonging to, or 
at the disposal of the Gallery, were distributed to the members of the Com¬ 
mittee, together with a list of eight subjects for new post-card size color 
reproductions. 
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The Secretary reported that he had been orally advised that the 
Women’s Committee would, if assured of the Trustees’ approval, bring 
up for consideration an appropriation of $2,000 to underwrite the cost 
of supplying additional post-card size color plates. The Committee was 
in favor of this appropriation. 

The Director advised the Committee that plans were under way to 
have all existing color plates reprinted in an edition of 5,000 each 
in the form of post-cards, Christmas cards and note cards for use by 
the Docent Program and the Sales Desk. 

Mr. Hamilton then offered a bronze statue of Virgilius as an un¬ 
restricted gift to the Gallery with the stipulation that it be immediately 
sold at Sloan's and that he be notified of the amount the Gallery netted 
as a result of its sale. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 12:00.

Citation : A citation was read by Mrs. Lippitt expressing to Mr. VigteU0, who is 
leaving the Corcoran Gallery to become the Director of the Atlanta Gallery, our 
regret at losing him and thanking him for his services while with the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art. 

Director's Report : Mr. Williams presented the estimated costs of the proposed 
Women's Committee project of redecorating the Atrium and/or Gallery 30.

Hospitality : Mrs. Logan cited the assistance rendered by Mrs. Suter in giving 
the Gallery teas, and thanked the women who had poured on these nine occasions. 

Dean of the Art School : Mr. Ruddley, the new Dean of the Art School, gave a 
short talk and invited our Committee members to attend their functions and 
also requested that a group within our Committee be formed as Friends of the 
School to assist as volunteers for the School. Mrs. Samoff agreed to be our 
liaison with the School. 

Pilot Gallery Project : Mrs. Carmichael reported that since our last meeting 
when we voted to undertake the project of lighting, air conditioning, etc., in 
Gallery #30 as a pilot gallery, the Board of Trustees are now favoring starting 
this work in Gallery #58 on the upper floor instead. Following a great deal of

A discussion followed as to its functions to include the Art 
Tour, Picture of the Month, and purchase of art. It was cited that we have 
many artists among our committee members.

THE WOMEN'S COMMITTEE OF THE CORCORAN GALLERY OF ART 



The folio-wing changes in the By-Laws of the Women's Committee are to 
he voted on at the September meeting: 


Article V - Officers 

Paragraph 2. First sentence shall be changed to read as follows: 

"They shall hold office for one year after their installation and until 
their successors have been duly elected and qualified." (Changing the 
word election to installation .) 


Article VII - Nominating Committee 

Paragraph 2. First sentence shall be changed to read as follows: 

"This Committee shall also propose a single slate of officers to be 
presented to the membership at the March Meeting at which time the 
election of officers for the following year shall take place. 11 (Changing 
the word Annual to March and adding the words underlined. 


Article X - Meetings 

Paragraph 1 is to be changed to read as follows: 

"Regular meetings of the Women’s Committee shall be held on the fourth 
Tuesday of September, October, November, January, February, March and 
April. The May meeting shall be the Annual Meeting and shall be held 
on the third Tuesday. At this time officers who have been elected at 
the March meeting for the following year shall be installed." 










By-Laws of the Women's Committee 


Article I 
Name 

The name of this organization shall be the Women's Committee of the Corcoran 
Gallery of Art. 


Article II 
Purpose 

The purpose of the Women's Committee shall be to cooperate -with the Board of 
Trustees and the Director of the Corcoran Gallery of Art in extending the activities 
and usefulness of The Gallery as a cultural and educational institution. 

Article III 

Membership 

Section 1. 

The Women's Committee shall be composed of women -who can best advance the 
interests of the Gallery. 

Section 2. 

The membership shall consist of Active and Associate members. 

a. An active member shall attend meetings as scheduled, shall serve on 
committees vhen appointed, and shall participate in activities undertaken by the 
Women's Committee. If a member is absent from three consecutive meetings without 
prior notice to the Recording Secretary of her expected absence, she shall be 
considered to be no longer an active member and shall be so notified by the Corres¬ 
ponding Secretary. 

b. Associate members may attend all meetings and functions, may serve on 
committees, may assist with hospitality, but may not vote nor hold office. 

c. There shall be no fewer than 30 nor more than 60 active members. There 
shall be no more than 25 Associate Members. 

Article IV 
Election of Members 

All members shall be proposed and seconded by letters to the Nominating 
Committee. Members of the Nominating Committee may not while serving on that 
committee propose or second candidates. 



a. Names of candidates for active membership, after they have been selected by 
the Nominating Committee, shall be presented by the Chairman of that committee first 
to the Executive Committee and then to the President of the Eoard of Trustees for 
their consideration. After the names have been approved, the Chairman of the 
Nominating Committee shall present to the Women’s Committee at a regular meeting the 
names of these candidates. The Chairman of the Nominating Committee shall never 
present more than one candidate for any vacancy. In making this presentation the 
letters of the proposer and seconder shall be read. At the next regular meeting of 
the Women’s Committee a vote shall be taken on the candidates. A two-thirds affirma¬ 
tive vote of the members present shall constitute election. The Chairman of the 
Women’s Committee shall notify the new members of their election. 

b. The Nominating Committee, in consultation with the Executive Committee, may 
invite to become an associate member any person who has been an active member of the 
Women’s Committee and who will continue to advance the interests of the Gallery. 

Article V 

Officers 

The officers of the Women’s Committee shall be: 

Chairman 
Vice Chairman 
Vice Chairman 
Recording Secretary 
Treasurer 

Assistant Treasurer 
Corresponding Secretary 

They shall hold office for one year after their election and until their 
successors have been duly elected and qualified. They may be reelected. The duties 
of these officers shall be such as usually pertain to the offices held. 

Article VI 
Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of the Women's Committee 
and the Director and the Assistant Director of the Gallery. This committee shall 
initiate and determine all matters of policy and shall carry on the business of the 
Women's Committee between meetings of that Committee. 

Article VII 
Nominating Committee 

A Nominating Committee of five shall be appointed by the Executive Committee as 
soon as possible after the Annual Meeting. They shall present to the Women's 
Committee under the procedure set forth in Article TV above names of candidates for 
membership. 



This Committee shall also propose a single slate of officers to he presented 
to the membership at the Annual Meeting. This slate shall he mailed to the active 
members at least 10 days previous to the Annual Meeting. Nominations for officers 
may also he made from the floor. 


Article VIII 
Other Committees 

The other committees shall he: Hospitality, Lectures, House, Files and Records, 
Publicity, Projects, Art Purchases, By-Laws, and such others as may he needed from 
time to time. The chairmen of all committees (except the Nominating Committee, see 
Article VII) shall he appointed by the Chairman of the Women's Committee after 
consultation with the Executive Committee. 

These committees shall perform their duties in accordance with the policies of 
the Women's Committee. 


Article IX 
Lues and Finances• 

Lues shall he $10.00 for Active Members, $15*00 for Associate Members, payable 
annually in September. Income from this source shall be spent at the sole discretion 
of the Women's Com m ittee. Disbursement of income derived from fund raising projects 
shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Trustees. 

A tentative budget previously approved by the Executive Committee shall be 
presented by the Treasurer at the September meeting for ratification by the Women's 
Committee. No additional obligations may be incurred without the approval of the 
Executive Committee. 

The books of the Treasurer shall be audited once a year by the financial 
officer of the Corcoran Gallery. The Fiscal Year shall be October 1 through 
September 30. 


Article X 
Meetings 

Regular meetings of the Women's Committee shall be held on the fourth Tuesday 
of September, November, January, and March. The May meeting shall be the Annual 
Meeting and shall be held on the third Tuesday . At that time officers for the follow¬ 
ing year shall be elected. 

Special meetings may be called at the discretion of the Chairman. 

An attendance of 25% of the active members shall constitute a quorum. 
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Article XI 
Rules of Order 

The rules contained in Roberts Rules of Order Revised shall govern the Women's 
Committee in all cases to which they are applicable and in which they are not 
inconsistent with the By-Laws. 


Article XII 
Amendments 

These by-laws may be amended at any regular meeting of the Women's Committee 
provided that notice in writing with the full text of such proposed amendment shall 
have been given to the members at least ten days prior to the meeting. A two-thirds 
affirmative vote of the members present shall be necessary to amend. 
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
